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This decision is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 
1.137(b), filed February 25, 2005. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned April 13, 2004 for failure to 
timely submit a proper reply to the Notice of Appeal filed 
November 12, 2003. An appeal brief or other proper reply was due 
on or before January 12, 2004.

The 
Commissioner may require additional information where there is a 
question whether the delay was unintentional; and (4) any 
terminal disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) 
required pursuant to paragraph (d) of this section. 

The instant petition has been reviewed and found in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). Accordingly, the failure 
to timely submit a proper reply to the Notice of Appeal filed 
November 12, 2003 is accepted as having been unintentionally 
delayed.
